A bock which 


would give some practical plan by which 
a person could go to t vetail market and 
got beeJ mthont paying two prides foi 
if, would be ot some value and hundreds 
of thousands ot odplen could be sold in a 
few months. 


But the best opeuiuc for a man who 


aspiren to be a writer ot booke and 
whoso sympathies are completely on tbe 
side ot the administration, is to make a 
good book which shall show how thor- 
oughly well Mr. Clovel.ind has attested 
by practice, that public office is a public 
trust; and also that kicking out compe- 
tent officiate because they are republicans, 
is not partisanship, bnt in perfect har- 
mony with the principles ot civil semoe 
reform. 


For instance, one chapter ot tbe book 


may be devotad to explaining that the 
president's order prohibiting 
federal 


officeholders from taking eii active part 
in political conventions, and the atten- 
dance ot forty democratic postmasters, 
collectors and mint officers at the Penn- 
sylvania convention, were the happy 
Mendings of two Rreat principles. Then 
one chapter may be very appropriately 
given to ehowinj how the democratic 
promise ot reducing taiation and lessen- 
ing the surplus has been faithfully kept. 
A tow pages on this tubjeot with sledge 
hammer-like argument thrown in here 
and there supporting the administration 
would please the democratic managers 
very much. They don't know how to 
make a broken promise look exso'Jy hie 
one which has been f alQlled to the l»ttor, 
and a book which will help thorn out on 
this point will be ot great vilue as a 
campaign document next year. 


Another point, an 1 one which would 


make a chapter cC fair length, would bo 
in regard to the facility accl ease with 
which the president plays faet and loose 
with hu own promises and orders. An 
enterprising literary man, with ordinary 
gumption,and a fnith as strong as a ca- 
ble in Mr. Cleveland, could do tho dem- 
ocratic party an inestimable service by 
proving that tb& president has made no 
blunders and can't make any, and that 
the party is just as good as the president. 
The central point should be to show that 
this playing fast and loose, is only in tho 
minds ot Ibe country, that talk IB better 
than work, and that fine words butter 
parsnips, and eo on.
